GOOD TALK 
OW very few there are who can produce good talk! And w hat I m ean 
by this is talk th a t lifts you and carries you into some castle in 
Spain, or into the labyrinth of some interesting mind. 
Carlyle and Tennyson were close friends and each used to visit the 
other. 
W hat a record of their talk would be today! 
Hawthorne tells of 
Thoreau, the New England naturalist and writer. Said he: “T horeau is 
one of the few persons. I think, with whom to hold intercourse is like 
hearing the wind am ong the boughs of a forest-tree.” 
Read Boswell’s Johnson and there you will read the words of the 
famous and interesting who took it as a rare privilege just to sit in the 
presence of this m an and hear him talk, for he never said anything th a t 
wasn’t worth listening to. And so they filled hours with talk — not mere 
words th a t died in th eir tracks. 
Expression is th e greatest a rt in this world. I t m eans recognition of 
what one has achieved. 
More th an anything else, however, I believe 
good talk is the result of observation — accum ulating pictures and images 
th a t are forever flashing before the m ind and form ulating them in one’s 
mind so as to talk about them interestingly an d intelligently. 
The good reporter on a newspaper often m akes one of the best of 
novelists. R ichard H arding Davis, Stephen Crane, and present day writers, 
such as W illiam Allen W hite, Edna Ferber, E rnest Hemingway, and John 
Steinbeck, are good examples. Little misses their trained eye. And such 
writers waste no tim e in idle talk, no m atter where they gather. 
A New England w riter once wrote of Em erson th a t he came into his 
house “with a sunbeam in his face; and we had as good talk as I ever 
remember experiencing with him .” 
People who often saw Emerson say 
th a t every tim e they came in contact w ith him th a t he seemed to have 
“risen perceptibly into a higher state since th eir last m eeting.” 
W hat a 
privilege to have talk with such a hum an being! 
Why should we listen to anything but good talk? And why shouldn't 
we see to it th a t we are given to good talk?

tain Jam es Scott. A braham Scott, 
the older brother of Jam es, and the 
son of Hugh and Ja n e t Agnew Scott, 
was born in 1757 and died February 
28, 1834.
